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MARKET  REVIEW 


On  March  14,    1969  the  Department  increased     its      determination  of 
domestic   sugar  requirements  for  the  United  States  by  100,000  tons  to 
10.7  million  tons  for  calendar  year   1969  and  also  declared  and  re- 
allotted  adeficit  of  300,000   short  tons,  raw  value,  in  the   sugar  quota 
for  Puerto  Rico  and  15,000  tons  in  that  for  the  Virgin  Island's  . Detail's 
of  these  actions  are  set  forth  beginning  on  page  8. 

The  March  crop  report  of  the  Department's  Crop  Reporting  Board 
indicates  that  growers,  as  of  March  1,  expect  to  plant  1,6  50,000 
acres  of  sugarbeets  for  harvest  in  1969,  or  about  1 1  percent  rhore  than 
in  1968.  If  current  expectations  are  realized  and  sugar  yields  per  acre 
approximate  the  average  during  1964-68,  about  3.7  million  tons,  raw 
value,  of  beet  sugar  would  be  produced.  This  would  be  about  five 
percent  more  than  the  previous  record       of'       about  3»  535, 000 

tons  of  sugar  produced  from  the  1968  crop.  Increased  acreages  of 
beets  are  depicted  in  all  of  the  major  producing  regions. 

As  of  March  1  ,  the  report 'stated  res ervoir  supplies  and  run-off  from 
heavy  snows  during  the  winter  will  provide  adequate  irrigation  water 
for  most  of  the  major  sugarbeet  producing  areas. 

The  harvest  of  the  1968-69  sugarcane  crop  in  Florida  is  about 
complete.  All  except  one  mill  had  completed  grinding.  The  production 
of  cane  sugar  as  of  "March  14  totale<i  539,000  tons  compared  with 
626,000  tons  produced  through  March  1 5  of  last  year. 

In  Hawaii  23  sugar  plantations  were  closed  down  because  of  a  strike 
which  begfe.n  at  mid-night  February  1  5  .  Oh.March  1 8.  industry  and  labor 
repres entatives  negotiated  terms  of  settlement  which  on  March  21  will 
be  submitted  to  the  Union  members  for  ratification.  Early  resumption 
of  "work  is  anticipated.  The  most  recent  sugar  production  figures  for 
Hawaii  which  are  for  the  year  through  February  22  show  production  of 
44,699  tons  of  sugar,  96°  basis.  This  compares  with  66,199  tons 
produced  during  the  comparable  period  last  year. 
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Sugar  production  in  Puerto  Rico  through  March  9  amounted  to 
122,087  tons, 96  basis  ,  compared  with  203",  575  tons  produced  during 
the  comparable  period  last  year.  The  yield  of  sugar  per  ton  of  cane 
has  averaged  8.736  percent'  so  far  this  year  compared  with  9.456 
percent  during  the  same  period  last  year  .Wet  weather  during  harvest 
resulting  in  more  trash  in  the  cane  has  contributed  to  the  lower 
yields.  Sixteen  mills  are  operating  this  year  compared  with  18  last 
year . 

Primary  distributors'  stocks  of  raw  and  refined  sugar  as  of  March  1 
totaled  3,103,000  short  tons,  raw  value,  according  to  preliminary 
reports.  This  was  385,000  tons  more,  than  on  the  same  date  last  year 
and  48, 000  tons  less  than  at  the  end  of  January  1969.  Beet  processors 
stocks  of  1,833,000  tons  were  343,000  tons  more  than  at  the  end  of 
February  of  last  year  and  76,000  tons  more  than  on  January  31,1969. 
Cane  sugar  refiners'  reported  stocks  of  789,000  tons  of  raw  and 
refined  sugar  were  about  145,000  tons  less  than  at  the  end  of 
January  and  26,000  tons  less  than  the  end  of  February  last  year.  Cane 
refiners'  inventories  continue  to  reflect  the  depletion  which  occurred 
during  the  waterfront  strike  of  Eastern  and  Gulf  ports  which  started 
on  December  20,  1968  and  ended  February  14  North  of  Hatteras  and 
February  24  at  New  Orleans.  The  port  of  Galveston  is  still  closed. 
The  supply  of  near  term  shipping  is  also  scarce  as  a  result  of  the 
long  immobilization  in  U.S.  ports. 

Sugar  sales  by  primary  distributors  through  March  15  amounted  to 
1,705,000  short  tons,  raw  value,  according  to  preliminary  reports. 
This  was  about  160,000  tons  less  than  reported  deliveries  during  the 
comparable  period  of  last  year.  However,  when  constructive  deliveries 
of  215,000  tons  of  beet  sugar  are  included,  physical  deliveries  of 
sugar  this  year  are  about  45,000  tons  above  physical  deliveries  during 
the  comparable  period  last  year. 

Some  interesting  facts  about  last  year's  sugar  market  are  revealed  in 
the  series  of  tables  at  pages  2l  to  27, Deli veries  of  refined  sugar  to 
processors  of  food  and  other  products  during  calendar  year  1968  were 
up  ten  percent  while  deliveries  of  sugar  for  consumption  in  the  homes 
and  institutions  were  up  about  one  percent. 

All  of  the  food  processing  groups  received  more  sugar  in  1968  than 
in  1967.    Beverage  manufacturers  had  the  largest  increase,  up  13.4 
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percent;  followed  by  canners,  up  9  .  5  pe  rcent;  bakers,  up  8.6  per- 
cent; confectioners,  up  8.0  percent;and  ice  cream  and  dairy  products 
manufacturers,  up  6.2  percent.  The  basket  item  of  multiple  and  all 
other  food  uses  increased  10.9  percent  and  non-food  use  was  up  9 . 2 
pe  rc  ent . 

Deliveries  towholesale  grocers  and  sugar  dealers  increased  1.4  per- 
cent in  1968  and  to  retail  gr  oc  ers  ,  chain  stores  and  supermarkets, 
3.1  percent.  Deliveries  to  hotels,  restaurants  and  institutions  were 
up  4.4  percent  while  all  other  deliveries,  including  those  to 
Government  agencies,  were  down  31  percent. 

Primary  distributors'  deliveries  of  all  sugar  (packaged,  bulk  and 
liquid  both  cane  and  beet)  during  calendar  year  1968  increased  about 
6.5  percent  as  compared  with  1967.  Total  deliveries  of  beet  sugar, 
which  accounted  for  28.5  percent  of  the  1968  total,  increased  9.3 
percent  above  1967  while  deliveries  of  cane  sugar  increased  5.5 
percent.  All  of  the  several  cat'egories  of  cane  and  beet  sugar 
deliveries  increased  during  r968  except  beet  sugar  in  consumer-size 
packages  which  declined  about  one  percent. 

Deliveries  of  cane  and  beet  sugar  in  consumer-size  packages  (less  than 
50  pounds)  by  primary  distributors  during  1968  were  about  the  same 
(♦•0.3  percent)  as  in  1967.  Deliveries  were  slightly  below  those  during 
1967  in  all  of  the  regions  except  the  South,  where  they  were  about 
four  percent  larger.  Calendar  year  1968  deliveries  of  cane  sugar  in 
consume r- size  packages  in  the  South  increased  about  four  percent 
over  1967  but  declined  in  all  other  regions ,  while  similarly  packaged 
beet  sugar  deliveries  were  up  in  the  middle -Atlantic  region  and  "t^e 
South . 

Deliveries  of  liquid  sugar,  both  cane  and  beet,  by  primary  distributors 
during  calendar  year   1968  increased  13.5  percent  as  compared  with 
calendar  year  1967.  Deliveries  of  liquid  cane  sugar  accounted  for  about 
81  percent  of  the  total  in  1968  and  increased  about  14  percent  above 
1967  while  deliveries  of  beet  liquid  sugar  increased  about  13  percentj 

Dextrose  sales  by  primary  distributors  in  calendar  year  1"968  increased 
about  three  percent  above  calendar  year  1967.  Sales  to  industrial  type 
users  increased  about  four  percent  while  sales  to  non-industrial  type 
users,   which  accounted  for  less  than  four  percent    of   all  reported 
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dextrose  sales  in  1968,  declined  15.3  percent.  Each  of '  the  "industrial 
type  users  received  more  dextrose  in  1968  than  in  1967. 

Regionally,  refined  sugar  deliveries  in  January  v/ere  up  in  two  of  the 
five  regions  as  compared  with  January  of  last  year.Ihbreases  occurred 
in  the  mid-Atlantic  region  (up  14  percent)  and  the  South  (up  one 
percent).  The  North  Central  region  was  down  24.6  percent;  the  West, 
20.0  percent;   and  the  Northeast,    3.5  percent. 

Individually  18  states  had  increased  deliveries  as  compared'  with 
January  of  last  year.  New  York,  Pennsylvania  and  New  Jersey 
increased  164,000,  141,000  and  120,000  hundredweight,  respectively. 
Of  the  other  states  with  smaller  increases,  ten  were  located  in 
the  Southern  region,  two  each  in  the  New  England  and  Western 
regions  and  one  in  the  North  Central  region. 

Those  states  which  received  less  sugar  than  in  January  of  last  year 
included  Illinois,  down  664,000  hundredweight;  California,  down 
300,000  hundredweight;  Michigan ,  down  1 9  1 ,  000  hundredweight;  Texas, 
down  107,000  hundredweight;  and  Missouri,  down  102,000  hundred- 
weight. These  five  states  had  an  aggregate  decline  of  1,364,000 
hundredweight  in  January  of  this  year  as  compared  with  Jajiuary  of 
last  year  while  for  the  United  States  the  decline  amounted  to  1,030,000 
hundredweight.  In  these  same  five  states,  deliveries  of  beet  sugar 
reported  in  December  1968  exceeded  those  of  December  1967  by 
3,429,000  hundredweight.  Much  of  the  beet  sugar  that  was 
constructively  delivered  and  charged  to  quotas  in  December  1968  was 
delivered  in  thes  e  states  and  undoubtedly  was  responsible  for  the  lower 
reported  deliveries  in  January  1969.  Constructive  deliveries  must  be 
delivered  in  January  and  February  following  the  December  in  which 
they  are  charged  to  quotas. 

The  U.S.  average  retailprice  for  refined  sugar  sold  in  5-pound  paper 
bags  during  January  1969  was  12.20  cents  per  pound.  This  was  the 
same  as  December  1968  and  up  from  12.  16  cents  per  pound  in  January 
of  last  year. 

There  were  several  announced  changes  in  wholesale  price  quotations 
for  refined  sugar  sold  in  100-pound  paper  bags   -  the  basis  pack 
du  ring  the  period  under  review.   One  cane  sugar  refiner  on  February 
20  announced  an  increase  of   .20  cent  per  pound  to  11.25  cents  in  the 
price  quotation  for  refined  sugar  sold  in  the  Northeast .  The  increase 
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was  to  take  effect  immediately  with  the  proviso  that  orders  would 
continue  to  be  considered  at  the  pre-advance  prices  on  a  day-to-day- 
basis  subject  to  confirmation  and  ability  to  make  shipment  or  delivery 
by  the  close  of  business  MarchSl,  1969.  Other  interested  sellers  in 
the  Northeast  followed  with  similar:  announcements. 

On  February  21,  a  beet  sugar  refiner  announced  that  effective  .April 
1,  19.69  in  the  Chicago-West  and  Southwest  territories  the.  unit  prices 
of  100-pound  paper  bags  of  granulated  sugar  would  be  increased  .25 
cents  per  pound  to  10.10  cents.  This  was  followed  by  similar 
announcements  by  other  sellers  in  the  Chicago-West  and  Southwest 
territories  . 

Acane  sugar  refiner  on  February  27  announced  that  in  the  Gulf  sales 
territory,  it  was  discontinuing  the  practice  of  accepting  quarterly 
contracts  for  future  delivery  of  industrial  sugars  but  that  contracts 
for  shipment  during  the  period  April  1  through  May  16,  1969  would  be 
considered  through  close  of  business  March  28  at  10.25  cents  per 
pound.  The  announcement  also  stated  that  the  existing  day-to-day  price 
quotation  of  10.50  cents  per  pound  for  industrial  sugars  would  be 
continued.  Prior  to  this  announcement  price  quotations  in  this  sales 
territory  had  been  10.50  cents  per  pound  for  the  basis  pack.  Other 
sellers  in  the  region  issued  similar  atnnounceme  nts  and  one  seller 
adjusted  an  earlier  announcement  to  meet  the  competition  of  the  10.25 
cents  per  pound  bag  basis. 

On  February  28,  one  cane  refiner  announced  an  increase  of  .20  cent 
per  pound  in  the  quotation  for  refined  sugar  sold  in  100 -pound  paper 
bags  in  the  Southeast .  The  increase  was  to  take'effect  immediately  and 
would  result  in  a  price  of  10.85  cents  per  pound  .Howe  ver ,  subject  to 
confirmation  and  ability  to  ship,  the  refiner  stated  that  he  would 
accept  orders  at  pre-announcement  prices  for  shipment  or  delivery 
through  close  of  business  March  14,  1969.  Other  interested  sellers 
in  the  territory  followed  with  similar  announcements.  As  of  March  20 
the  following  were  the  quotations  by  regions  for  sugar  sold  in  the 
basis  pack:

The  price  quotation  of  the  New  York  Coffee  and  Sugar  Exchange  for 
raw  sugar  duty  paid  and  delivered  to  New  York  averaged  7.69  cents 
per  pound  in  February,  up  from  7.67  cents  in  January  and  7.38 
cents  in  February  of  last  year.  In  February  the  price  quotation  was 
7.69  cents  through  the  17th,  rose  to  7.72  cents  on  the  18th  and 
declined  to  7.67  cents  on  the  19th.  On  February  26  the  price 
quotation  rose  again  to  7.72  cents  per  pound,  on  March  5  to  7.7  5 
cents  and  on  March  18  to  7.78  cents.  For  the  period  March  3-24  the 
quotation  averaged  7.7  6  cents  per  pound  compared  with  7.3  5  cents 
per  pound  for  the  March  1-26  period  of  last  year. 

The  World  price  continues  strong  in  1969.  The  World  spot  quotation 
on  the  New  York  Coffee  and  Sugar  Exchange  for  raw  sugar  bagged  and 
stowed  at  Greater  Caribbean  ports  averaged  3.23  cents  per  pound  in 
February,  up  from  2.95  cents  during  January  of  this  year  and  2.17 
cents  during  February  1968.  The  quotation  was  3.00  cents  per  pound 
on  the  first  trading  day  of  February  and  by  the  end  of  that  month  had 
reached  3.47  cents.  On  the  first  trading  day  of  March  the  quotation 
was  3.52  cents  per  pound  and  after  declining  to  3.45  cents,  on  March 
5  the  quotation  increased  steadily  toX.  85  cents  per  pQund  as  of  March- 
2v4  and  averaged  3  .  66>  cents  f or  the  March  1-24  period.  Last  year  the 
quotation  was  1  .  83  cents  per  pound  on  March  26  and  averaged  1.9  5 
cents  for  the  March  1-25  period.  On  March  24,  1969  the  New  York 
Coffee  and  Sugar  Exchange  quoted  futures  contracts  for  world  sugar 
at  3,97  cents  per  pound  for  July  1969  delivery  compared  with  '3..^'B 
for  July  1970  delivery. 
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ADMINISTRATIVE  ACTIONS  RELATING  TO  1969  SUGAR  SUPPLIES 

Sugar  Requirements  Increased  and  Deficits  Reallocated: 

\ 

The  U.  S.  Department  of  Agriculture  on  March  14,1969  announced  an 
increase  of  100,000  tons  in  the  determination  of  domestic  sugar 
requirements  (total  quotas),  to  a  total  of  10.7  million  tons  for  this 
calendar  year.  The  Department  also  declared  a  deficit  of  300,000 
short  tons,  raw  value,  in  the  sugar  quota  for  Puerto  Rico,  and 
15,000  tons  in  that  for  the  Virgin  Islands.  Information  available  to 
the  Department  indicates  that  the  Republic  of  the  Philippines  v^^ill  be 
unable  to  participate  in  servicing  deficits  arising  in  other  areas. 
Accordingly,  the  deficits  declared  at  this  time  have  been  reallocated 
in  their  entirety  to  vv^estern  hemisphere  countries. 

The  quota  for  the  domestic  beet  sugar  area  is  increased  by  47,667 
tons  and  that  for  the  mainland  sugarcane  area  by  17,333  tons.  The 
quotas  and  prorations  of  foreign  countries  are  increased  by  350,000 
tons  . 

Because  of  delayed  production  from  the  current  crop,  receipts  of 
rav7  sugar  from  Hav^^aii  and  Puerto  Rico  v/ill  be  somewhat  less  than 
normal  during  the  early  part  of  the  year.  This  action  will  enable 
foreign  countries  to  increase  the  rate  of  their  sugar  exports  to  the 
United  States  .

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Second  quarter  raw  sugar  limitations  removed 


The  United  States  Department  of  Agriculture  on  February  28,  1969 
announced  the  removal  of  limitations  upon  the  importation  of  raw 
sugar  during  the  second  quarter  of  1969.  Sugar  within  the  annual 
quota  of  each  foreign  country  may  now  be  imported  at  any  time  during 
the  year  after  March  31,  except  that  the  quantities  already  committed 
under  quota  set  aside  agreements  for  arrival  in  the  first  and  in  the 
second  quarters  must  come  in  during  the  designated  periods  .  Those 
quantities   are  984,339   and   1,015,661   short      tons,  raw  value, 

respectively,  or  a  total  of  2,000,000  tons.  The  full  1969  quotas  of 
all  foreign  countries   amount  to  3,990,000  tons. 

Now  that  the  waterfront  strike  has  ended,  cane  sugar  refiners  will 
be  in  the  market  to  replenish  their  inventories.  Raw  sugar  production 
in  the  two  domestic  off-shore  areas  is  presently  behind  the  schedules 
originally  anticipated.  Accordingly,  arrivals  from  those  two  sources 
during  the  first  half  of  the  year  will  be  more  limited  than  expected. 
This  action  by  making  additional  quantities  of  foreign  raw  sugar 
available  in  the   second  quarter  is  expected  to  balance  the  situation.

Announced  a  determination  of  "fair  and  reasonable 
prices"  for  the  1968-69  crop  of  sugarcane  in 
Puerto  Rico.  The  determination  continues 
substantially  the  provisions  of  the  1967-68 
determination.  M-inor  changes  made  are  not  ex- 
pected to  alter  the  sharing  relationship  between 
producers  and  processors  which  has  prevailed  in 
recent  years . 

The  Sugar  Act  of  1948,  as  amended,  requires 
producers  who  also  process  sugarcane  grown  by 
other  producers  to  pay  prices  not  less  than  those 
determined  by  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  to  be 
fair  and  reasonable  as  a  condition  of  eligibility 
for  payment  under  the  act. 

A  public  hearing  on  the  subject  was  held  in  San 
Juan,  Puerto  Rico,  on  October  31,  1969.  (See 
March  4,    1969   Federal  Register). 

March  5,  Announced     that     fair  and    reasonable   rates  for 

1969  processing  1969-crop  Hawaiian  sugarcane  will  be 

the  same  as  for  the   1968  crop. 

The  Sugar  Act  of  1948,  as  amended,  requires 
producers,  who  process  sugarcane  grown  by 
other  producers,  to  comply  with  the  prices  or 
rates  established  by  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture 
as  one  of  the  conditions  for  receiving  Sugar  Act 
payments  on  their   own  production.

2.  Primary  distributor s '  stocks  as  of  March  1,  1969  were  3,103,313 
short  tons,  raw  value  (preliminary),  up  385,000  tons  from  a  year 
ago,  and  down  "^^,000  tons  from  January  31,  1969.  During  February 
refiners'  stocks  decreased  145,000  tons,  beet  processors'  stocks 
increased  76,000  tons,  importers  of  direct  consumption  sugar  stocks 
decreased  4,  000  tons,  and  mainland  cane  processors'  stocks  increased 
25,000  tons. 

3.  Charges  to  quotas  January  1   to  February  28,   1969  were  2,933,489 
short  tons,  raw  value,  leaving  a  balance  of   7,666,511  tons  to  be  sup- 
plied within  the  10,600,000  ton  total. 

4.  Regionally,  January  deliveries,  1969  as  compared  to  1968,  were 
up  in  2  of  the  5  regions:  Increases  --  mid-Atlantic  up  14.1  percent, 
and  South  up  0.8  percent  -  Decreases  -  North  Central  24.6  percent. 
West  20.0  percent  and  New  England  3.5  percent. 

5.  Calendar  year  1968  sugar  deliveries  were  larger  to  all  of  the 
seven  industrial  buyer  groups  than  for  1967,  and  also  larger  for  three 
of  the  four  non- Indus  trial  groups.  On  a  national  basis  deliveries  to 
industrial  buyers  increased  10.1  percent,  andto  non-industrial  buyers 
increased  0.7  percent.    The  national  total  increased  6.5  percent.
